SUBJECT: Signal Intelligence 


With the termination of hostilities reduction in Army and Navy sige 
nal intelligence activities is indicated, us practically all Japanese arny, 
Navy, Air and shipping coded communications will cease mach as all German 
coded communications terminated at the end of the Gernan war. United 
otates Navy and Army signal intelligence agreements and commitments with 
the british and any other Allies, as well as with the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, Office of Strategic Services, Treasury and the Federal 
Commmnications Commission, will require reexamination and readjustment in 
the light of the post-hostilities situation. 


The war Department is in a position to continue to meet fully the 
requirements of the President, State Department, Navy and War Departinent 
in the Diplomatic field as provided under present agreenents. 


On 10 March 195 we created the Army-Navy Communications Intelligence 
Board to study and make recommendations to us on all matters pertaining to 
coordination of plans and operations of the communication intelligence 
organizations of the Army and Navy, to formlate joint agreements as to 
procedures iertinent thereto and to negotiate and coordinate with other 
intelligence crganizatins. JI believe we should now direct ANCIB to ex- 
antine the above questions as a matter of urgency and make appropriate 
recommendations as to any action we must consider necessary. If you 
concur, I believe we might well ask the board to examine and make recom 
nendations as to the advisability of combining irmy and Navy intercept 
and cryptanalytic activities under aopropriate joint direction or if this 
should be impossible for any reason, to recommend procedure to insure 
complete integration.
